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Affirmative Action --the Administration Responds

As reported in an earlier 
Hornet, the University Affirmative 
Action 
resolution 


Committee passed a 
which dissolved the 
committee. It was a protest against 
what they called “a lack of good 
faith effort” demonstrated in the 
hiring of women and minorities by 
the administration, and the ad 
ministration’s “absolute lack of 
response to recommendations.” 


When asked by the Hornet fora 
response to the committee's action 
President Bond said that he would 
not respond at this time and that he 
would let the record stand. Fur- 
ther, he said that “it’s a tough job 
and we must get on with it.” 

On the future of the Affirmative 
Action Program at CSUS he stated 
that “our patently 
clear.” 

Although the President would 
not respond further, the Hornet 
was directed to the Vice President 
for Administration. Dr. Darrell J 
Inabnit, the President's designate 
to the Affirmative Action Com- 
mittee. 

He didn't wish to specifically 
respond to the resolution of the 
committee but did say that he was 
“disappointed in individuals in the 
group who voted for the resolution 
and that they were unwilling to 
participate in a later committee 
because many members are very 
dedicated, and know the program 
well. However,” he said, “I must 
admit that there hadn't been a

He went on, saying that, “One 
recommendation was never sub- 
mitted to anyone, two recommen- 
dations were submitted to the 
facuity Senate, two were submitted 
to the Vice President of Academic 
Affairs (then Dr. Floyd | 
Mullinix), one was submitted to 
me as V President of Ad- 
ministration, two were rejected by 
the President, one was rejected in 
part but implemented ina different 
form, three were approved by the 
President, one was a report of the 
activities of the commitiee which 
didn’t require a response, then six 
were not responded to (the last six 
recommendations made) because 
the committee was informed that 
he couldn't accept them when there 
was a lack of a quorum and they 
didn’t represent the committee.” 

The committee had further 
alleged at their press conference 
that those recommendations which 
the President did respond to dealt 
with very minor issues. To this, 
Inabnit stated that he thought that 
the most significant thing that they

guidelines for the hiring of faculty. 
He added that on this recommen- 
dation, the President responded 
and distributed it to the faculty ina 
matter of two days 

According to Inabnit, “One of 
the whole misgivings (sic) of this af- 
tirmative action group, at least the 
group that’s voting, is that there’sa 


mandate on the university to move 
to our goal at once, which 1s not 


true.” 

He said the administration was 
“plagued this year in many cases 
with reverse discrimination which 
the governor got into, the Jewish 
“Anti-Detamation League got in, 
too and we got some real com- 
plaints on that, some very bad ex- 
amples were set on our campus, 
where people misread the intent of 
affirmative action.” 

He said that affirmative action 
does not mean giving priority to 
women or minorities. In the area of 
hiring, he said, it has to do with 
“making a special effort to dig up 
and find minority and women can- 
didates who will be able to 
compete, be able to meet the 
qualifications” for a job. 

It does not mean, however, 
“under any circumstances that you 
go out and only hunt for minorities 
and give preference to them. The 
preference is that you seek them 
out, that you try and find them and 
then they compete equally, again, 
regardless of their religion or 
ethnicity or marital status or sex.”

When Decisions Are Easy

On July 1! Dean of Students 
Norman Better met with Associate 
Dean of Students (Activities and 
Housing) Margaret McKoane. The 
gist of the meeting was that she 
would no longer be in charge of 
housing. The next day Dr. 
McKoane was to leave for a three 
week vacation abroad. 

During her vacation, 
unbenounced to her, a letter ar- 
rived at her office from Better stat- 
ing that her title had been changed 
to Director of Student Activities. 
In the meantime, also without her 
knowledge, a new Associate Dean 
position was opened up and job 
descriptions were sent out. She 
returned not only to this news, but 
to the fact that she was losing two 
staff positions (one professional, 
one clerical) and important office 


space (a conference room). 

It is vital to mention here that 
McKoane has been the Associate 
Dean for 13 years. Prior to that she 
was the Associate Dean for five 
years at the University of New 
Hampshire. As a result of what has 
occurred here, she is in the process 
of filing a grievance. 

McKoane is one out of only two 
or three women who hold a 
position in the administration. She 
feels that what happened is not 
only contrary to Affirmative Ac- 
tion, but was done without 
evidence of incompetency. 

Although there is now only one 
Associate Dean, Shirley Uplinger, 
Better told representatives of 
Women’s Caucus in late August 
that he would like to have three as- 
sociate deans. 


In accordance with Affirmative 
Action, McKoane assumed that 
competent women and _ their 
abilities would be used in the ad- 
ministration. Instead, she feels her 
responsibilities have been eroded 
and consequently there is less op- 
portunity to help students. 

In response to the grievance 
Better said he did not want to dis- 
cuss it publicly, that he felt very un- 
comfortable making personnel 
matters public. 

The information has, however, 
reached many students on campus, 
and as one put it: 

“I'm really upset about it. She 
has been so helpful to students on 
campus and is the only ad- 
ministrator I’ve ever run into who 
is really fair and honest and never 
gives you the run-around.”

indeed fulfilled this objective com- 
pletely, he said, “No,” but that 
there were reasons for that. 

The reasons, he said, lie in that 
there was no “system set up and 
there are still some flaws in the 
system.” 

Further reasons for the lack of 
fulfillment of the Affirmative Ac- 


tion Program were the committee's 
not getting “organized until the 
first of the year and there were not 
systems set up to monitor hiring 
like it should be. Department 
chairs were not told, (and that's 
one job the committee didn't do) 
what was considered a ‘good faith 
effort.” 

“A good faith effort,” he ex- 


plained, “means that you've got to 
demonstrate good faith in hiring. 
The second part is that you make 
every effort at your command to go 
out and to locate qualified can- 
didates among ethnic groups and 
women” and that :dea he said. got 
out too late and “some hiring was 
already underway last year, 
especially for faculty.”

“The faculty hiring already 
began.” he continued, “before 
there was a requirement to 
demonstrate in writing and 
document this faith effort. We had 
relied on them previously to take 
good faith effort, although it was 
never spelled out what constituted 
good faith effort.” 

However, this has been rectified 
since the implementation of a 
“standard form that they've got to 
fill out for every person they hire. 
just exactly what they did, where 
they advertised, who they inter- 
viewed, and why the ethnic can- 
didates were not qualified.” 

With the issue of “good faith ef- 
fort” explained and the new im- 
plementation underway, Dr. Inab- 
nit went on tocite other reasons the 
commatee has problems 

“The commiitee never 
understood their function.” he said 
flatly. “Their function was spelled 
out in) a December document 
under President Hyink and then. of 
course. they got confused. | think. 
by statements made by _ the 
President when he arrived.” 

Because of this confusion, he 
said. the committee “struggled 
throughout the year trying to 
determine just what their function 
was.” 

For examples of this he stated 
that they “got involved in trying to 
intrude into already approved 
grievance procedures for faculty 
and staff and somehow thought 
that some of the grievances. they 
should get into. That's a big 
argument as to what role, if any. 
and I think the administration has 
a feeling that they hadn't any role 
in grievances.” 

On this same point, he said that 
they “intruded in specific personne! 
actions which hadn't been com- 
pleted. such as tenure cases or 
specific individuals and this is none 
of their concern.”

Softening a bit, Inabnit said 
that. “The group that met. | must 


sav, most of them are very 
dedicated. They were trying to do 
their job. But. I think the whole 
framework of the thing, what their 
functions were and their lack of 
understanding as to. their 
authority. led to more confusion 
than we had the previous year.” 

“Dont get me wrong.” he 
stated. “They weren't always out of 
their function. These are examples 
of things they spent some time on 
which were deviations of the 
function as spelled out in print.” 

He hopes that with the new Af- 
firmative Action Committee, 
which the Administration hopes to 
appoint by the first part of Oc- 
tober. “It will be very clear-cui what 
their functions are and we've got to 
do that.” 

Another change im the new 
committee will be the size. It will 
probably shrink from 16 members 
to about 10 or 12 

Another change which is likely 
will be that the appointees will “not 
necessarily represent any specific 
contingency.” It is hoped, he said, 
that the group will be represen- 
tative of the various interest groups 
on campus while at the same time 
“representing the entire univer- 
sity.” 

The selection process will be 
similar to that of last year. The 
various campus organizations will 
be asked to make recommen- 
dations. “We will ask tor instance.” 
Inabnit said. “for the Faculty 
Senate. the Student Senate, the 
Staff Council to make recommen- 
dations for people to work on the 
committee. Then. | think the Af- 
firmative Action Officer (at this 
time, Taku Nimura). and | wiil 
make the recommendations to the 
President and he will then make the 


appointments.”

Little Theatre (James 
Hill/Akira Kurosawa 134 
minutes) 


Two feature films for the price 
of none. Two short for wide 
commercial distribution when 
made, these films have never 
reached the audience they deserve. 
In 1961 British piaywright Arnold 
Wesker joined with director James 
Hill to film the former's play which 
pushed the then current realistic 
trends to naturalistic extremes. 
The Kitchen, in technique, looks 
forward to the documen- 
tary/fiction style of Battle of 
Algiers, Medium Cool, and others 
to come at the end of the sixties. 
The kitchen of a London res- 
taurant becomes a self-contained 
world for a brutal Marxist inter- 
pretation of our entire system. The 
environment is so intensely real, so 
ugly, so funny, so pathetic that one 
hardly needs a plot, indeed resents 
its intrusion 

The Japanese film sharing the 
bill has an even more interesting 
background than the ongins of The 
Kitchen in British Marxism.
